Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Ronald Kananen on September 27, 2004. Applicant agreed to the canceling of 
the none elected invention, the correction of lack of antecedent basis for the pressure 
difference, the changing of the term if to when so as to be a more positive step, and the 
correction of the Inadvertent deletion of detecting from claim 8. 

The application has been amended as follows:

Claim 9, line 6 "if has been changed to -when--.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach a pressure difference among or between the plurality of cavities being 
compared to a prescribed value for controlling the injection means and/or the die closing 
means.
